If these National Presidents could speak in a composite message they 
would stress the following points: 


The National Federation of Music Clubs was organized in 1898 to weld 
into one great body the MUSIC CLUBS of the United States; to correlate 
and standardize their work; to exchange ideas, to become better acquainted; 
to unite the thousands of scattered clubs into one great forward movement 
toward national objectives, the chief object being to make America the most 
truly musical nation in the world. 


In its affiliated strength it comprises more than three thousand music 
clubs, including clubs in Alaska, Honolulu, Porto Rico, and the Philippines. 
It also has international membership with the British Music Society. 


The National Federation of Music Clubs has been the one outstanding 
constructive force in building up concert audiences throughout the country. 
Through its individual clubs it handles three-fourths of the concert engage- 
ments outside of the largest cities, spending annually nearly a million dollars 
for concert artists. 


It was also the pioneer in organizing nation-wide contests for young 
students of the voice, violin, and piano. These contests have been the means 
of stimulating nearly ten thousand young aspirants to greater endeavor and 
to more finished artistry. 


The Federation activities function through six departments: Extension, 
Education, American Music, Finance and Legislation, Junior, and Publicity, 
and its Auxiliary Branch—The Past Presidents Assembly. 


Of all organizations it has been the pioneer in encouraging the American 
composer by giving prizes for his compositions and hearings for his works. 
It has been the leader in demanding and giving opportunity to the American 
concert artist equal to that of foreign musicians. 


Possibly it is not too much to predict that within the next few years we 
may hope to have in our Federal government a Department of Education 
which will include music and the other fine arts, and that as the power of the 
Music Federation increases we may be able to establish Municipal and State 
Opera Companies and Orchestras, in which honorable performance may be 
given American Music by American Artists.

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PAST PRESIDENTS ASSEMBLY OF

(A Fraternity of Presidents) 


The Assembly of Past Presidents is an auxiliary brane) of the National 
Federation of Music Clubs, composed of those who have served as the presi- 
dent of a regularly organized music-club, Sta’e Music Federation, or other 
music organization, or as District or National President of the National 
Federation of Music Clubs. It was founded at the Asheville Biennial on 
June 15, 1923, to weld into one compact, nation-wide, fellowship all the past 
leaders in music clubdom in the United States. 


AIMS AND PROJECTS 
OF THE 
PAST PRESIDENTS ASSEMBLY 
(Lest We Forget) 


To honor and dignify the women and men who have served as music- 
club presidents in their own community, or as state, district or national presi- 
dents. To conserve for the Federation as a distinct assembly this resourceful 
group of experienced leaders, trained in the technic of public service. 


To give signal recognition to the pioneers whose courage and unremit- 
ting efforts, reaching back many years, are largely responsible for the present 
widespread appreciation and quick response to music throughout the country. 
It is to the results of their work as individuals that concert artists refer when 
proclaiming that American audiences are the most eager and responsive in 
the world. In fact, it is largely due to their efforts that so many artists have 
audiences at all, and an enlarged field. The clubs as a group get the credit 


while the INDIVIDUALS who made the condition possible are practically lost 
sight of. 


To automatically include as privileged members every National Presi- 


dent of the National Federation of Music Clubs upon the completion of her 
term of office. 


To promote good fellowship through Biennial reunions in the form of 
an Assembly Banquet with festive programs. 


To form local and state chapters for the promotion of our espoused 
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cause, and to bring about annual gatherings of chapter members at State 
Conventions with a special function for good fellowship. 


State Chapters may increase the dues and apply the residue to State 
contest expenses or any other project of their choice. 


MAJOR PROJECTS 
‘NATIONAL WINNERS OF THE YOUNG ARTIST CONTESTS 
$900 and $150 CASH PRIZES 


_ The Past Presidents Assembly provides by its dues and its solicited con- 
iributions the major portion of the $500 cash prizes for the winners of the 
Young Artists Contests, also $150 each to the second best competing young 
artist. It pledges Biennially to donate at least $1500 jointly with the donors 
of cash prizes in perpetuity. The Assembly is seeking donors in perpetuity 
to establish at least $2000 for prizes. 


THE MUSIC CLUB BLUE BOOK OF PRESIDENTS 


The Past Presidents Assembly publishes the Blue Book of American 
Club Presidents—the Alumne of Music Clubdom. This contains the names 
of the presidents who become members of the Past Presidents Assembly, with 
a short sketch of their musical service and achievements with photographs. 
The Blue Book is to be revised and published every two years. 


The Blue Book will serve a triple purpose, first as a history of local, 
state and national musical progress; secondly by giving national recognition 
to trail-blazers; and third as a musical DIRECTORY or guide, for the Na- 
tional Federation of Music Clubs, in selecting executives for important posts 
in the ever-growing demands of our organization for trained leadership. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Eligibility rests upon service as a President of a music organization. 
The application blank should be signed and sent to the Treasurer or the State 
Chairman of the Past Presidents Assembly with dues which entitles candi- 
date to all privileges, the monthly Bulletin of the National Federation of 
Music Clubs, and a listing in the Blue Book. Charter membership is closed. 
All members hereafter shall pay the initial fee of $5.00 and $3.00 thereafter, 
biennially. Members may be enrolled at any time. These dues automatic- 
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ally cover the period from one Biennial of the National Federation of Music 
Clubs to the next, or for a period of two years dating from enrollment. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 


The Past Presidents Assembly is responsible for the increase in the cash 
prizes from $150 to $500 and for the cash prizes offered to the second 
best winner. Two years ago it provided $1500 for the winners and this year 


more than $2000. 


The State Registrars now number forty-two and there are chapters in ai 
least a dozen states. 


The Assembly numbers upward of five hundred presidents. 


There are five life members who donated $100 ‘each to the cause— 
Mrs. Frederick B. Stevens of Detroit, Mich.; Mrs. Henry B. Joy of Detroit; 
Mrs. Joseph H. Shirk of Peru, Indiana; and Mrs. Edmund B. Ball of Muncie, 
Indiana; also Mrs. Grace Johnson Davis of Muncie. But one of these gener- 
cus women have sketches in the Blue Bock so we desire to express our deep 
appreciation. 


HYMN CONTEST—America, the Beautiful 


The Past Presidents Assembly or Alumnz originated and sponsors the 
National Contest for a $500 cash prize to the American composer for the 
most fitting and majestic setting of Katherine Lee Bates’ hymn, “America, 
the Beautiful.” The governors’ wives of the nation are solicited to head the 
Honorary Contributors to raise a fund of $1000 for the prize and the 
expenses. 


Millions of people in the United States, Canada, Mexico, and Australia 
sing this beloved hymn to various settings. Thousands of people are keenly 
interested in procuring the melody which is destined to find universal favor. 
The project has created tremendous interest among composers, with the press 
and general public. 


Nearly one thousand Manuscripts were submitted in the Spring of 1927. 


The Judges: Dr. Frank Damrosch of New York, Mr. Frederick S. Con- 
verse of Boston, Dean Peter C. Lutkin of Evanston, Illinois and Felix Borow- 
ski of Chicago are instructed to award the prize to only a truly noble setting. 
If such does not materialize the Contest will be continued under new con- 
ditions. The standard set is high and in keeping with the ideals of the poem. 
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The Governor’s wives who have responded toward the $500 prize are:

“Music Clubs, Mrs. Carl P. Price of the National Hymn Society and Mrs. 
Alfred J. Brosseau, Regent, of the National Society, Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution and Mrs. Edgar Stillman Kelley, President of the National 
Federation of Music Clubs. 


ORIGIN OF THE PAST PRESIDENTS ASSEMBLY 


At the Peterboro Biennial in 1919, I proposed the formation of the 
Alumne of all the past presidents of the Music Clubs. The Federation post- 
poned the project, but the plan, as a measure of conservation, persisted. 
Therefore, I again proposed it at the Nashville Board of Directors Meeting 
in March, 1922, when I suggested the Statistical Survey, which was endorsed. 


On checking up the returns of the National Survey, the Questionnaire 
brought no statistics more surprising than the number of past executives, 
which ran upwards of three thousand women taken from the returns of but 
half of the Federated Clubs, with an increasing multitude of a thousand a 
year. The possibility of utilizing such a group of experienced leaders in 
some form of service that would augment the work and strengthen the weak 
spots of the Federation was impressive. Accordingly, permission was 
granted by the President of the National Federation of Music Clubs to formu- 
late a plan, and send out a prospectus to one hundred presidents, including 
the announcement that if the proposal met with favor such an assembly would 
be formed at the Asheville Biennial. 


The sixty-eight responses to these letters were most gratifying. The 
appeal seemed to touch every past leader from the standpoint of needed ser- 
vice, and to supply an outlet for accumulated capacity for unselfish work so 
that they might “carry on.” One wrote, “A valid reason for starting such 
an organization is to have an available list of experienced women for appoint- 
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ments in the ever enlarging field of the Federation work.” Another wrote, 
“After serving as president of my local club for years, | am entirely out of 
office. If there is any way in which I| can be kept in constant touch with 
Federation activities I would be only to happy to serve.” Still another wrote, 
“I feel that the great number of women who have shouldered the responsi- 
bility of piloting a Music Club through a successful presidency ought to be a 
powerful force in the Federation if rightly directed.” Another touched a 
poignant Federation need by suggesting that past presidents could do very 
efficient work in their home towns by raising large sums for specific work 
which for lack of funds the National Federation of Music Clubs has been 
unable to undertake. 


These excerpts expressed the common feeling and sounded a note of 
prophecy. 

The initial meeting held in Asheville, June 15, 1923, made possible a 
Charter enrollment of one hundred and six members which assured the 
success of this new branch. At this meeting, the following past presidents 
were elected as officers: Mrs. Frederick W. Abbott, of Philadelphia, Vice- 
Chairman; Mrs. W. B. Nickels, of Kansas City, Secretary; and Mrs. Lillian 
Birmingham, of San Francisco, Treasurer. Your Chairman was chosen to 
head the organization, because she was the mother of the idea and elaborated 
the plan which was adopted.

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MRS. THEODORE THOMAS (Rose Fay) 


HONORARY PRESIDENT 


Mrs. THEODORE THomMaAsS (Rose Fay), 2 Willard Court, Cambridge, Mass., working 
with her famous husband, Theodore Thomas in preparing a Musical Festival for the 
World’s Columbia Exposition at Chicago in 1893, realized that an opportune time had 
come to call the Music Clubs of the country together for a Music Festival; her call 
was responded to by forty-two clubs; many delegates taking part in the World’s Fair 
Congress of Musicians. It was suggested that a permanent organization be formed. 
Mrs. Thomas was then President of the only music club in Chicago—The Amateur 
Musical Club. The Organization was not perfected until five years later. But it was 
Mrs. Thomas’ inspiration and work for the World’s Fair which inspired the women 
who constituted the first Board of Directors to form a permanent organization in 1898 
and later incorporated it in the name of the N. F. M.C. Mrs. Thomas was then made 
its Honorary President. 
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MRS. EDWIN F. UHL 


FIRST PRESIDENT 


Mrs. Epwin F. Unt, Grand Rapids, Mich. The First President of the N. F. M. C., 


elected January 28th, 1898, at a meeting called at Chicago. Mrs. William S. Warren, 
President of the Amateur Musical Club served as hostess to the delegates coming from 
various parts of the country. The Organization was incorporated February 28th, 
1898, under the laws of Illinois and was named the N. F. M. C. The Directors of the 
First Board were: Alice F. Uhl, Blanche Ellis Starr, Eva Perry Moore, Hannah H. 
Ellison, Anna S. Pedersen, Ada B. Douglass, Louise B. Dorr, Helen Curtis Webster, 
Mary M. Hill, Margaret S. Virgil, Emily V. Trevett, Stella Hadden Alexander, Louisa 
B. Wardwell, Carrie F. Robertson, Isabella S. Perry, A. Mae Verdery, Mary W. Hardt, 
Ola B. Campbell and Helen A. Storer. To these women belong the credit of founding 


the N. F: M. C. The first years were devoted to organization and a Convention in 
St. Louis in May, 1899.

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MRS. CURTIS WEBSTER (Helen C.) 


SECOND PRESIDENT 


Mrs. Curtis WEBSTER (Helen C.), 1192 Park Ave., New York, N. Y., a Founder of the 
Fortnightly Musical Club of Cleveland; at that time the largest women’s musical club 
in the country. She was a delegate at the Chicago Convention at which the N. F. M. C. 
_was founded. She was a Charter Member and one of the signers of the articles of 
incorporation. At that time Mrs. Webster was elected Director of the Northern 
Middle Section; two years later at the St. Louis Biennial she was elected First National 
Vice-President and two years after that at the Cleveland Biennial was elected National 
President. For six years she worked with great activity to raise the standards of the 
Federated Clubs and to create better co-operation; while at the same time she brought 
into the Federation each year many new clubs. It was pioneer work in those days. 
There was no precedent to serve as a guide and individual effort was the only method 
of inducing interest in an entirely new venture. At the end of that period Mrs. Webster 
withdrew from active work in the Federation on account of a prolonged absence from 
the country. 
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MRS. WINIFRED B. COLLINS (Helen Storer) 


THIRD PRESIDENT 


Mrs. WINIFRED B. Coxuins (Helen Storer) of Akron, Ohio, was elected President of 
the National Federation at the Rochester Biennial in May, 1903; serving for two years. 
Mrs. Collins attended the World’s Fair Congress of Music Clubs. She also attended 
the meeting of organization in Chicago in 1898; she became a Charter Member and a 
Director. She served as a District Director in 1899, also as Recording Secretary in 
1901. Her administration was devoted to organization of clubs. Mrs. Collins was 
a member of the Tuesday Musical Club of Akron, Ohio, and of the Fortnightly Club 
of Cleveland. She passed on in 1917.

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MRS. RUSSELL RIPLEY DORR 


FOURTH PRESIDENT 


Mrs. Russet Riptey Dorr of 110 Morningside Drive, New York City, one of the 
Founders of N. F. M. C. and an Honorary Member of P. P. A. was for nine years 
President of the Schubert Club of St. Paul, Minnesota, and is now Honorary President 
of that Club. During her administration the Club followed a definite plan of study, 
organized a Choral Society, a Symphony Orchestra (men and women), a Student 
Section, a Loan Fund, Artist Concerts and Reciprocity Concerts. Mrs. Dorr has 
served as First Vice-President of the Monday Music Club of Portland, Oregon; Presi- 
dent of New Jersey Federation and Board Member from New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Minnesota. Mrs. Dorr has been Organist and Choir-master for forty years. Not 
only has she served as National President of the Federation, but as its First and Second 
Vice-President, Auditor and Historian. The last named office is still held by her. 
Mrs. Julius E. Kinney served out Mrs. Dorr’s term on her early resignation. | 
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MRS. CHARLES B. KELSEY 


SIXTH PRESIDENT 


Mrs. CHARLES B. Kesey of Grand Rapids, Mich., was elected to the Presidency of 
the N. F. M. C. at Memphis, Tennessee in May, 1907. She was a Past President of 
the St. Cecilia Club of Grand Rapids and shared the responsibility of building the 
St. Cecilia Music Club House. Mrs. Kelsey was dominated with the idea of Extension, 
to carry the organization of clubs into the uttermost parts of the United States. Her 
term was characterized by doubling the number of clubs and the appointment of a 
Vice-President of every State in the union. She travelled extensively in promoting 
the work. Library Extension, Program Exchange, Public School Music were adopted 
as a part of the program of activities. The real beginning of Prize Awards for 
American compositions was forwarded and many of our best known composers 
became identified with the Federation. Mrs. Kelsey was the first to make Inter- 
national Contact by attending as a guest of honor the London Society of Musicians 
and the British Society of Musicians. Honorary Membership was bestowed by many 
clubs upon Mrs. Kelsey. She was an Honorary Vice-President of the N. F. M. C. 
She presided over two great Biennials, one at Grand Rapids in 1909, the other at 
Philadelphia in 1911, each a land mark in the growth of the Federation. She passed 
on in July, 1915, in San Francisco after attendance at the Los Angeles Biennial. 
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' MRS. JULIUS EUGENE KINNEY (Leila B.) 


FIFTH AND SEVENTH PRESIDENT 


Mrs. JuLtius EUGENE Kinney (Leila B.) of 737 Corona St., Denver, Colo., was first 
elected President at Denver in 1905, immediately following the resignation of 
Mrs. Russell Dorr who vacated the office to organize and manage the Federation’s 
Artists Bureau. Mrs. Kinney served for two years and was again elected President in 
1911 at Philadelphia and re-elected at Chicago in 1913, giving her the distinction of 
the longest Presidential service in the line of Presidents. Mrs. Kinney’s administra- 
tions stand out for certain measures and innovations which brought National recogni- 
tion to the Federation. The Musical Monitor was inaugurated by Mrs. David A. 
Campbell and adopted by the Federation as its official organ. The American Music 
Department was organized by Mrs. Jason Walker and prizes awarded to American 
composers. The $10,000 Opera Prize was proposed and Los Angeles sponsored the 
production of Horatio Parker’s Opera “Fairyland.” The Young Artists Contests 
were launched. The Artists Bureau was established to secure better prices for club 
talent. Mrs. Kinney is a well known club woman of Denver, Colorado. She has 
served the Federation as Second Vice-President and is now an Honorary Vice- 
President. Mrs. Kinney was responsible for the Chicago Biennial in 1913, Los 
Angeles Biennial in 1915, also the Memphis Meeting in 1907. ° She is a privileged 
Charter Member of the P. P. A. 
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MRS. ALBERT J. OCHSNER 


EIGHTH PRESIDENT 


Mrs. ALBERT J. OCHSNER of 2106 Sedgewick St., Chicago, IIl., a native of Pennsyl- 
vania, was President of N. F. M. C. from 1915 to June, 1919. She also served as 
President of Hlinois Federation of Music Clubs, and is a Privileged Charter Member ~ 
of the Past Presidents Assembly. During her administration the official measure 
to organize individual State Federations was inaugurated and twenty-one States were 
organized. The Young Artists Contests were developed and the Amphitheatre seats 
at Peterboro, N. H., were built and presented by the Federation to the colony. The 
MacDowell league was organized which resulted in the formation of many MacDowell 
Clubs and a substantial sum was raised to increase support for the MacDowell work 
under its leader, Mrs. Edward MacDowell. During Mrs. Ochsner’s administration the 
Federation served in the World War and contributed largely to the recreation of the 
soldiers through music. The Federation’s Endowment Fund was started and Life 
Memberships were enrolled. Two splendid Conventions were held, one at Birming- 
ham, Alabama, and the other at MacDowell Colony at Peterboro, N. H. In spite 
of the War and the President’s illness of a year, the Federation survived triumphant. 
The Artist and Individual Memberships were endorsed and the Young Artists winners 
were first awarded cash prize of $150, Mrs. Ochsner volunteering the first prize in 
perpetuity, the Edward MacDowell prize for Piano. 
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MRS. FRANK A. SEIBERLING (nee Gertrude F. Penfield) 


NINTH PRESIDENT 


HONORARY PATRON 


Mrs. FRANK A. SEIBERLING (nee Gertrude F. Penfield) was elected to the Presidency 
of the National Federation at the Eleventh Biennial Convention at the MacDowell 
Memorial Colony at Peterboro, N. H., in 1919. Here the Junior Club Movement was 
inaugurated and Public School Music added to the Department of Education; the 
prizes for Young Artists Contests were increased to $150., the one for male voice, 
known as the James H. Rogers Prize, being given by Mrs. Seiberling in perpetuity. 
Our present slogan “A Music Club in every city, in every county, in every state in 
the Union and Junior Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs—Auxiliary,” was adopted at this Con- 
vention. Here a beautiful bronze tablet was presented by Mrs. Seiberling commemo- 
rating the gift of the Amphitheatre seats presented by the Federation to the Edward 
MacDowell Memorial Colony. During this period some $8000.00 was raised by 
Mrs. Seiberling through the Silver Jubilee Fund for the MacDowell Memorial Colony 
at Peterboro for the Memorial Pageant seats and Convention expenses. During her 
administration the number of affiliated clubs increased from 400 to 1000 and the 
District Presidents increased to 15. Twenty-one new States were organized. As 
National President Mrs. Seiberling visited thirty-two different State Federations. 
Over a period of three administrations the National Board was entertained by her at 
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Stan Hywet Hall, Akron, Ohio. Though refusing to accept re-election as President 
in 1921, Mrs. Seiberling continued to serve on the Board, and in 1921 inaugurated 
the Department of Finance. As Chairman of Finance she raised $11,000 to cover the 
expenses of the Asheville Biennial, the residue going into the Endowment Fund. In 
1923 Mrs. Seiberling originated the idea of the “Course of Study in Music Under- 
standing,” Mr. William Arms Fisher elaborating the plan, resulting in the publication 
of the four study books: Fundamentals of Music by Prof. Karl W. Gehrkens, From 
Song to Symphony by Prof. Daniel Gregory Mason, Musical Instruments by Edgar 
Stillman Kelley, and Epochs in Musical Progress by Prof. Clarence W. Hamilton— 
and as Chairman of the Course of Study, secured nation-wide adoption offering prizes 
to incite interest. In 1925 Mrs. Seiberling was made Chairman of the Department 
of Education and appointed Chairman of Choral Music for the Singing Biennial at 
Chicago, compiling the two volumes of the Biennial Choral Collection of Music for 
Women’s Voices and a Musical Ritual for clubs. Mrs. Seiberling was appointed the 
State Vice-President of Ohio by the Board, thus in 1913 becoming a member of the 
National Board and organized Ohio in 1916. She was appointed the First Chairman 
of the Endowment and Life Membership Fund in 1916 (which at that time was only 
$2000). . She is also Charter Member, Honorary President and Past President of the 
Tuesday Musical Club of Akron, Ohio, which was federated in 1899, and is also an 
active member of the Fortnightly Musical Club of Cleveland, Ohio, and Honorary 
Member of many clubs and State organizations throughout the Federation, and is an 
Honorary Member of the Sigma Alpha Iota Musical Sorority, Delta Chapter. 
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MRS. JOHN F. LYONS 


TENTH PRESIDENT 


Mrs. Joun F. Lyons of Fort Worth, Texas, National Past President and Honor Mem- 
ber of the P. P. A. Mrs. Lyons was elected as President of the N. F. M. C. at the 
Biennial Convention at the Tri-Cities—Davenport, Moline and Rock Island in 1921; 
having efficiently served as the Recording Secretary for four years. During her admin- 
istration the Federation gained a great impetus in extension, in cohesion of depart- 
mental work and many important measures were adopted. The Official Bulletin was 
inaugurated, the Study Course in Music Understanding established, the National Sur- 
vey of Music Clubs was made, a fifty-fifty plan of engaging American concert talent 
was emphasized. Two American works were produced: Carl Venth’s prize work “Pan 
in America” at the Asheville Biennial and Frank Patterson’s Opera “The Echo” at 
Portland, Oregon. The Junior Department was developed and contests initiated. 
Young Artist winners were put on a cash prize basis through the offer of the P. P. A. 
and other prize donors. The membership of the National Body was practically 
doubled. Mrs. Lyons was founder and served as President of the Harmony Club of 
Fort Worth, Texas, for eighteen years. She is now its Honorary President. The 
Harmony Club has been responsible for Fort Worth’s appreciation and support. of 
good music.

Served as First Vice-President with Mrs. F. A. Seiberling 1919 to 1921, and with 
Mrs. John F. Lyons 1921-1923. Appointed Director of Educational Department in 
1923. Served two years. Conducted a National Survey of the Music Clubs contribution 
to Musical progress in America, published in Bulletin. Elected Second Vice-President 
and Head of Extension, serving from 1915 to 1919, launching the measure adopted in 
1915 to reorganize the States as Federations, organizing twenty-one. District Presi- 
dent of the Central District, comprising eight States during 1913-1915; federated 
sixty-four new clubs which increased the National Body by one quarter of its original 
size. Appointed as State Presidents many women who afterwards became noted 
leaders: Mrs. Seiberling of Ohio, Mrs. Stapleton of Wisconsin, Mrs. Nichols of 
Michigan, Mrs. Mills of Illinois, Mrs. Steele of Indiana, and Mrs. Pickels of Kentucky.
